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Mortgage 
arrears 
team get 
229 calls 

A MORTGAGE arrears ad¬ 
vice service received 229 
calls to help families who 
feared they could lose their 
home in just six months. 

Referrals for people in 
need of help because of the 
possibility of repossession 
were logged between April 
and September by the Dud¬ 
ley service. During the same 
period in 2012 there were 
185 referrals logged. 

In the ‘vast majority of 
cases’, the service has been 
able to offer advice and sup¬ 
port to prevent the loss of 
homes. 

It is a free service for an¬ 
yone having difficulty keep¬ 
ing up monthly mortgage or 
secured loan payments. 

Councillor Steve Waltho, 
cabinet member for hous¬ 
ing, said: “This is an excel¬ 
lent, free service which is 
available to anyone living 
within the Dudley borough 
who is worried about debt 
and losing their home. 

“The pressures of modern 
living often lead to people 
getting into debt after and 
this initiative means that 
they have someone who they 
can turn to. The service is 
confidential and impartial, 
and is run in partnership 
between Dudley Council and 
the Dudley Citizens Advice 
Bureau.”

TOWN IS FIFTH 
IN LAZY LEAGUE 


DUDLEY’S council leader says a re¬ 
port which claimed the borough’s 
residents were among the most inac¬ 
tive in the country showed the split 
of people taking exercise and those 
‘stuffing themselves watching the 
television’. 


Some 37.6 per cent of 
the borough’s popula¬ 
tion has been deemed 
not to do enough ac¬ 
tivity — making the 
area the fifth least ac¬ 
tive area in the coun¬ 
try according to the 
research by health 
group UK Active. 

David Sparks said there 
was a ‘massive’ involvement 
in sport in the borough but 
there were also too many 
people eating too much and 
not exercising enough. 

He said: “Dudley is no dif¬ 
ferent to anywhere else. We 
have a constantly increasing 
number of gyms and a huge 
network of other sports fa¬ 
cilities. 

Jobs 

“UK Active is obviously 
a credible organisation and 
their research shows that 
the whole of the UK needs 
to pay far more attention to 
diet and exercise. 

“What is happening in 
Dudley I suppose is a para¬ 
dox — you have an increas¬ 
ing number of people taking 
exercise and an increasing 
number who are stuffing 
themselves watching the 
television.” 

Ninder Johal, vice pres¬ 
ident of the Black Country 
Chamber of Commerce, 
which represents businesses 
across the area, said the 
issue could be down to the 
jobs people are doing.

such as Dudley and 
Sandwell, which was second 
on the list, now find them¬ 
selves in sedentary jobs in 
the service industry, he said. 

Mr Johal added: “What 
you can’t ignore is people’s 
social behaviour and the 
types of jobs they do. Peo¬ 
ple are working long hours 
sitting down, gyms are quite 
expensive for some and they 
might go home and sit down 
and watch television.” 

The report warned that 
a ‘pandemic’ of inactivity 
in poor areas of England 
was leading to premature 
deaths. Thirteen of the top 
15 local authorities where 
people are the most inac¬ 
tive also sit in some of the 
most deprived parts of the 
country, said experts from 
the not-for-profit health 
group. Where inactivity lev¬ 
els are at their highest, early 
deaths also peak, the study 
found. 

Manchester topped the 
lazy league, with 40 per cent 
of its residents deemed to be 
inactive. Sandwell was frac¬ 
tionally ahead of Salford, 
while Dudley was fifth on 
37.6 per cent. 

In the 15 most inactive 
local authorities, there is an 
average of 342 premature 
deaths per 100,000 people 
per year, compared with 242 
in those where people exer¬ 
cise the most. 



Patagonian sealion Orry tips the scales at a hefty 63-stone at his daily winter weigh-in at Dudley Zoo 


HE tips the scales at a whopping 63st 
and eats buckets of sprats, mackerel 
and herring a day to keep in top shape. 

Patagonian sealion Orry also has to 
have daily weigh-ins ensure he stays fit 
and healthy during the winter months. 

The 22-year-old heavyweight needs 
to bulk up during the colder weather 
to endure the icy water in the moat 
pools around 11th century Dudley 
Castle at the heart of the zoological 
gardens. But his monster weight will 
only last until the weather warms up 
when it will fall to a more light 50st. 

The zoo’s head of media and com¬ 
munications, Jill Hitchman, said: 
“Sealions have a thick layer of fat be¬ 


neath their skin which acts as insula¬ 
tion during chilly periods, rather like a 
duvet, and at this time of year keepers 
weigh Orry each day to make sure he 
is the optimum weight. 

“He receives an average of eight 
kilos of sprats a day, in addition to 
mackerel and herring, but will eat less 
when the weather warms up, when 
his weight will fall to a more sprightly 
320kg, or 50 stone.” 

Predators 

Patagonian sealions are found 
on the Chilean, Ecuador, Peruvian, 
Uruguayan, Argentine and Southern 


Brazilian coasts. The males are much 
larger than females with a thick, 
maned neck and large head, giving 
them a lion-like appearance. Both 
sexes have upturned snouts and exter¬ 
nal ears. 

In the wild, the sealions are large 
and fearsome predators, but are 
preyed upon themselves by killer 
whales, which go so far as to beach 
themselves in pursuit of a sea lion pup. 

They are carnivores, feeding primar¬ 
ily on schooling fish, such as anchovies 
and hake. They will also feed on squid 
and octopus or on whatever food is 
seasonally available.

nature reserve site

PLANS to breathe new life into the site of a 
former 19th century manor house in a Dud¬ 
ley nature reserve by creating new homes 
and a £300,000 warden’s base are poised to 
be given the go-ahead. 

The development for the land at Saltwells 
has been proposed by Selbourne Homes. It 
was left vacant after Saltwells House was 
knocked down three years ago. 

Under the plans a single-storey warden’s 
base which will be used by staff working in 
the nature reserve as well as visitors and 
schoolchildren will be built. 


Five detached houses would also be con¬ 
structed in a ‘woodland style’ to fit in with 
the surroundings. 

Planning officers at Dudley Council have 
backed the scheme saying it will make a 
‘positive contribution’ to the site and would 
not harm the nature reserve. 

A report by case officer Vijay Kaul said: 
“The proposed development would not have 
an adverse effect on animal species, amen¬ 
ity of existing or future occupiers or high¬ 
way safety.” 

Dudley Council has agreed to earmark 


£120,000 from the reserves budget of the 
council’s urban environment directorate 
for the new base. 

Classrooms 

Environment councillor Tracy Wood said: 
“The exciting proposal for the wardens’ 
base on the old Saltwells House site will 
give the nature reserve a facility that can 
be used by the whole community.” 

Gavin Warr, managing director of Hag- 
ley-based Selbourne Homes said the war¬ 
den’s base would also have classrooms for 


schoolchildren learn about the woodlands 
and nature reserve. 

Saltwells House had been ravaged by 
vandals and was attacked by arsonists on 
several occasions after it shut in 2001. The 
building, off Pedmore Road, opposite the 
Merry Hill Shopping Centre, had previously 
been used as a school and a nursing home. 

Dudley Council disposed of the Saltwells 
House site in March 2010 to its Limited Lia¬ 
bility Partnership company PSP Dudley. It 
was demolished soon after despite calls for 
it to be retained and renovated.

Chairman Pam Bradbury 
said: “We feel the service 
will be improved by the 
proposed increased open¬ 
ing hours and appointment 
booking system but we do 
have a concern regarding 
the insufficient parking fa¬ 
cilities at the hospital.

on gas safety failure 


TWO brothers have been been fined for ig¬ 
noring gas safety regulations while letting 
out a house. 

Philip Hale, aged 52, of Gayfield Avenue in Brier- 
ley Hill, and Roger Hale, 50, of Karen Way, Brierley 
Hill, both pleaded guilty to failing to get gas appli¬ 
ances at their property in Himley Street in Dudley 
safety checked. 


Dudley Magistrates’ 
Court heard how the pair 
had rented the house for 
seven years - but had not, 
from 2006 until last April, 
had the appliances checked 
under the register, which 
is a legal requirement for 
landlords. 

Couple Julian and Mandi 
Wilson rented the property 
for five years. They called 
out the National Grid after 
smelling gas and were told 
to no longer use two gas 
fires in the house. They also 
suffered headaches and sick¬ 
ness but Ms Pam Folsom, 
prosecuting for the Health 
and Safety Executive, said: 
“There was no direct ev¬ 
idence of both being as a 
result of carbon monoxide 
poisoning.” 

A gas engineer described 
the property’s boiler fitting 
as a ‘Heath Robinson’ job. 
Mr Nicholas Mills, defend¬ 
ing the brothers, said they 
had not been aware how 
often a gas safety certificate 
was required. 

Mr Michael Whitehouse, 
chairman of the bench, 
fined Philip Hale £1,000 
and Roger Hale was fined

£1,500. Both were ordered 
to pay £464.10 each court 
costs. Philip Hale was also 
ordered to pay £100 victim 
surcharge. Roger Hale will 
pay £120 victim surcharge. 

Mr Whitehouse said: “I 
hope this makes it clear that 
this regulation is important 
for landlords and is there 
to be followed. Something 
far more serious could have 
happened. You could be 
standing here today with a 
much more serious offence.” 

After the hearing, Ms 
Folsom said: “Philip and 
Roger Hale potentially put 
lives and property in danger 
by ignoring their responsi¬ 
bilities as landlords of this 
property. It is essential 
landlords have gas appli¬ 
ances inspected annually. 
Well- maintained appliances 
reduce the risks of carbon 
monoxide poisoning and 
dangerous gas leaks. 

Chief executive of Gas 
Safe Register, Russell 
Kramer, said: “It is impor¬ 
tant that landlords know 
their duties and tenants 
know their rights.”

Green Man arch will welcome shoppers HU

A FEATURE archway to welcome visitors 
as part of the £6.7m redevelopment of a 
historic market place has been given the go 
ahead by councillors in Dudley. 

The Green Man archway will be created 
at a passageway off Castle Street in Dudley 
town centre. It will feature a Green Man 
mask and include the words ‘Green Man 
Entry’. 

The passageway, which dates back to 
medieval times, now links the town centre 
to Dudley College’s Evolve campus. It is be¬ 
lieved to have originally led to an ale house. 

It comes after work got under way on 
the first phase of the regeneration project, 


which will cover Castle Street from the 
Earl of Dudley statue to the junction of 
New Street. This includes the laying of new 
stonework in Castle Street, which will also 
be incorporated in the market place later 
in the development, and work will be com¬ 
pleted at the end of May. 

Toilets 

Contractors will then move onto phase 
two, which is the market place itself. The 
whole project is expected to be complete by 
early 2015. 

The scheme to revamp the market place 
includes the relocation of the public toilets 


to allow the repositioning of the Duncan 
Edwards statue. 

The historic fountain will also be fully re¬ 
stored and the Earl of Dudley statue will be 
reset within a raised lawn. 

New public toilets will be created in a 
shop unit in 256 Castle Street before the 
current public toilet block is demolished to 
open up the full view of the town’s market 
place. The area is set to play host to a total 
of 74 stalls. 

Council chiefs have hailed the scheme 
with regeneration chief Councillor Judy 
Foster saying it was an “exciting time for 
Dudley town centre.” 


Council defers decision 
on crossing for students 


A DECISION on plans to create a new pe¬ 
destrian crossing for hundreds of students 
at a newly built Dudley College campus have 
been been on hold by councillors. 

Residents condemned the scheme for potentially 
creating traffic chaos on The Broadway, near the col¬ 
lege’s new £18 million Evolve site. 

They told councillors at last week’s Dudley Council plan¬ 
ning meeting that traffic 
jams were already a problem 
at junction with Castle Hill. 
Two sets of traffic lights are 
positioned at the Castle Hill 
junction and further down 
at Ednam Road near the 
headquarters for the White 
House Cancer Support. 

Committee member 
Councillor Tim Wright said 
he was surprised there was 
a need for a further crossing 
when most students already 
used the Ednam Road lights 
to cross the busy road. 

College officials say up to 
800 students on a peak day 
can use the Evolve campus 
and will be crossing the road 
to access the main Broad¬ 
way campus. It is claimed 
an extra crossing needed to 
improve safety on the route 
which is one of the busiest 
in and out of the town cen¬ 
tre. 

Councillors decided more 
information was needed on 
whether there had been an 
accidents on the stretch of 
road involving pedestrians. 

Resident Linda Ashman, 
of The Broadway, said: “We 
have had a temporary bus 
stop down here recently and 
that has caused problems so 
we already know a crossing 
would cause more.” Com¬ 
mittee member Councillor 
Tim Wright said: “I cannot 
see the need to have another 
crossing along here.” 

Committee chairman 
Councillor Qadar Zada de¬ 
cided that the plans needed 
to come back before a future 
meeting. 


Forum is to 
hand out a 
total £l5k 
grant help 

GRANTS totalling more 
than £15,000 have been 
made to groups in the Hale¬ 
sowen area from a local 
community forum. 

Dudley Council’s Belle 
Vale, Hayley Green and 
Cradley South Community 
Forum has given the cash to 
five organisations. 

Halas Homes gets £5,000 
towards an extension to a 
building to provide more 
floor space for training. 

‘Ups and Downs’ has re¬ 
ceived £4,595 for play equip¬ 
ment and towards the cost 
of trips for a group provid¬ 
ing support to families with 
children who have Downs 
Syndrome. Halesowen Age 
Concern won £2,500 for a 
new marquee and fund-rais¬ 
ing events. 

Another £2,074 has gone 
to Halesowen in Bloom to¬ 
wards the cost of maintain¬ 
ing planters. 

And Fast Aid - volunteers 
who support West Midlands 
Ambulance Service - got 
£1,000 towards a total grant 
of £10,000 from all commu¬ 
nity forums in the area for 
a vehicle to help with 999 
calls. 


Canal project receives £1 m from Europe

BOSSES at Dudley Canal Trust are 
celebrating securing around £1 mil¬ 
lion of European funding to kickstart 
work on a new visitor and heritage 
centre. 

Work will get under way by sum¬ 
mer at the trust, which manages the 
Dudley canal tunnels and limestone 
mines, in a bid to attract thousands 
of visitors each year. The cash grant 
has been awarded from the European 
Regional Development Fund to help 
finance the building of the £3m centre 
to be known as the Portal. 


The project has already received a 
£989,200 grant from the Heritage Lot¬ 
tery Fund with further support from 
the J Paul Getty Jnr Charitable Trust, 
Wolfson Foundation, Dudley Canal 
Trust (Trips) Limited and the Dudley 
Canal Trust. 

Cash will be ploughed into building 
the centre which will give visitors in¬ 
formation about the history and im¬ 
portance of the waterways and mines. 
A new canal bridge will also be built 
to connect the Portal and towpaths 
with the neighbouring Black Coun¬ 


try Living Museum. The scheme was 
due to be built in phases but now the 
full building scheme can get under 
way thanks to the European cash pot, 
managed by the Government. 

Chairman of Dudley Canal Trust 
(Trips) Ltd, Jeff Luesley, said the 
grant was ‘fantastic news’ to herald 
the start of the project. 

“It means we now have funding in 
place to build both phases of the de¬ 
velopment in one go,” he said. “If all 
goes to plan we hope to start building 
this summer.”

How have the stores fared 
since they closed five years 
ago? WILL ACKERMANN 
has been finding out 

IT WAS the store everybody 
knew and loved, a British insti¬ 
tution dating back 100 years. 

In its heyday, Woolworths was 
as much a feature of the UK high 
street as the pavements and lamp- 
posts themselves. 

But it has now been five years since 
that fateful day when the nation’s fa¬ 
vourite retailer went bust and had to 
close its 807 stores, with the loss of more 
than 30,000 jobs. The news was mourned 
by shoppers far and wide, while retail 
analysts warned it was a sign of worse 
to come as consumers began tightening 
their purse strings. 

Unfortunately, they were proved right 
as other high-street giants have fallen 
victim to the recession. 

But now that the dust has settled since 
Woolworths entered administration in 
2009, what has become of all its empty 
units? Sadly, across the country more 
than 100 of them remain vacant and a 
further 68 have been demolished. 

Others, however, have become home 
to new shops, many of them bargain 
stores - showing how shoppers these 
days want to spend a penny, rather than 
a pound. Low price bargains are their 
unique selling points. 

Budget supermarket Iceland has oc¬ 
cupied the highest number of former 
Woolies premises nationally, with 59. 
Close behind with 57 is Willenhall-based 
Poundland, while in at third is 99p 
Stores, which has 47. Fourth is B&M 
Bargains, with 43. 

But Will Roberts, of the British Re¬ 
tail Consortium, said stores catering for 
those with more expensive tastes are also 
sprouting up. He said: “Although a num¬ 
ber of vacant stores have been taken over 
by discount traders in recent years, we 


Hotel Chocolat opening up new prem¬ 
ises.” The BRC’s latest figures from Oc¬ 
tober show 13 per cent of commercial 
properties remain vacant in town and 
city centres in the West Midlands and 
Staffordshire. 

However, many of the stores once 
adorned with Woolies’ iconic red and 
white signs have been snapped up by 
other occupants. 

Before appointing administrators, 
the company had outlets in Wolver¬ 
hampton, Wednesfield, Bilston, Wal¬ 
sall, Bloxwich, Blackheath, Bearwood, 


Wednesbury, Dudley, Halesowen, 
Brierley Hill, Kidderminster, Stafford, 
Lichfield and Cannock. 

Of those 15 premises, two are occu¬ 
pied by discount grocery and frozen 
food retailer Bargain Foods; two are run 
by rent-to-own retailer BrightHouse, 
where customers can bag anything from 
a television set to a three-piece suite in 
weekly payments; two are Poundlands; 
with the remaining home to Discount 
UK, Argos, Heron Frozen Foods, Tesco, 
a Plaza Mall, a YMCA charity shop, 
Sports Direct and B&M Bargains. 

The final Woolies staff barely had 


time to pack up their belongings and 
leave the door, before some units were 
re-occupied, with others taking longer to 
attract new owners. Bosses at the Man- 
der Centre, Wolverhampton struggled to 
fill the vacant unit left by Woolworths, 
and for three years it sat empty. 

The centre itself was built in the 
1960s, but Woolworths had already been 
trading long before it opened. The store 
became one of the biggest Woolworths 
branches in the West Midlands. 

When it closed its doors, up to 40 
workers lost their jobs. There was a 
glimmer of hope when businessman 
Tony Swannie, who runs the Aldridge 
based Plaza Malls, suggested he might 
open another Plaza Mall in the old store, 
but the deal fell through. 

It was only in October 2012 that 
budget chain Discount UK stepped in 
to bring the shop back to life. The store, 
which sells items priced from 28p to £25, 
created 40 jobs when it took over the va¬ 
cant unit. 

It did not take quite as long for those 
in Wednesfield and Bilston to be filled. 
In September 2009, the unit in Bilston 
was take over by catalogue shop Argos 
which had been relocated from 55-57 
Church Street. Whereas in Wednesfield 
the discount grocery and frozen foods 
shop Bargain Foods took over the High 
Street unit. 

In contrast to Wolverhampton, the 
high street locations of many of the 
Woolworths stores in Sandwell were 
quickly pounced upon. The first was in 
Blackheath, where Heron Frozen Foods 
transformed the High Street venue in 
May 2009. 

In Bearwood, Tesco created 12 jobs 
when it opened an Express store in the 
former Woolworths in September 2009. 
In June of that year, Caversham Fi¬ 
nance, which runs the rent-to-buy store 
Brighthouse, took over the Wednes- 
bury’s empty Woolworths shop on Mar¬ 
ket Place. 

The Shop Direct Group bought the 
Woolworths and Ladybird brands, se¬ 
curing their futures online, but the high 
street will never look the same again.

Slimmer and more effective government 


THE West Midlands is being denied a 
say about its future;.it is excluded from 
the debate about the future of Scotland 
and its implications for the rest of the 
UK. It is also excluded from any debate 
about the future of local government, 
some of which is facing bankruptcy 
and massive cuts in services. 

Whatever the outcome of the Scot¬ 
tish referendum, Scotland and Wales 
will get more powers which will have 
implications for the future of West¬ 
minster and subnational Government 
in England. 

Sub national Government in Eng¬ 
land is weak. It is a complex jigsaw of 


largely anonymous local councils and 
unelected quangos. Local government 
is struggling to survive, quangos are 
controlled from Westminster and have 
very limited, if any, credibility or ca¬ 
pacity to really influence public policy 
and the way private monopolies — in¬ 
cluding the energy companies control 
our lives. 

Our local authorities are either too 
small to deal effectively with national 
and regional challenges or too large to 
connect with the local. 

Why in the West Midlands with a 
population of 5 million — the same 
as Scotland — do we have four police 


forces compared with one in Scot¬ 
land? Why do we have nearly 60 MPs, 
thousands of councillors and members 
of quangos all paid by the tax payer? 
Major surgery is needed. 

This has to include a system of re¬ 
gional and local government which is 
slimmer and far more effective. This 
has to be balanced by a significant 
downsizing and refocusing at West¬ 
minster on UK business with fairer 
voting for all levels of Government. We 
don’t need more politicians but better 
government.

Europe's largest Hindu 
temple alms to expand

IT is Europe’s biggest Hindu 
temple and used by hundreds 
of people. 

And now plans have been sub¬ 
mitted for the creation of a yoga 
and meditation centre at Shri 
Venkateswara (Balaji) Temple in 
Tividale. 

Faith leaders want to construct the 
two-storey Peace Temple on land in 
Dudley Road East. It would be used 
to practice and teach yoga and medi¬ 
tation and would be able to accommo¬ 
date almost 100 people. 

Planning documents submitted to 


Sandwell Council state the temple 
complex is open to the public regard¬ 
less of faith. 

The building is designed to provide 
for 37 people in the yoga class area on 
the ground floor and for 57 people in 
the meditation area on the first floor. 

Increase 

The Peace Temple is not expected to 
increase the number of visitors to the 
complex at any one time or on occa¬ 
sions and the meditation space is de¬ 
signed to serve those who already visit 
the temple. Yoga classes will be held 
during designated times. 


The documents add: “The Peace 
Temple is to complement the existing 
use of the site. 

“As a place for meditation and con¬ 
templation, the proposal will support 
and enhance the spiritual nature of 
the site by adding to the existing facil¬ 
ity to the visitors.” 

It is the latest expansion of the site 
which was also given approval to build 
a £500,000 one-storey building last 
year. 

Leaders at the temple will build a 
Yagashala building, which caters for a 
special ceremony to introduce babies 
to the faith.

Broad shoulders must 
bear more of the burden

GEORGE Osborne is cel¬ 
ebrating signs that the 
economy has finally start¬ 
ed growing after he start¬ 
ed slashing budgets three 
ears ago. That’s good news 
ut from speaking to local 
families I know how hard 
people are struggling to 
make ends meet. 

Prices are rising, wages 
are falling and everyday 
families are £1,600 per year 
worse off. The government 
keep trying to tell people 
they are better off, but it’s 
no use when their own ex¬ 
perience tells them the op¬ 
posite. 

The government just 
doesn’t understand what 
people are going through 
in places like Dudley and 
they always seem to stand 
up for the wrong people. 
That’s why they cut in¬ 
come tax for people earning 
over £150,000 a year. That 
meant a £100,000 tax cut to 
millionaires. 

At a time when the defi¬ 
cit is high and taxes have 
gone up for ordinary fam¬ 
ilies in Dudley, it cannot 
make sense to give the rich¬ 
est people in the country 
such a huge tax cut. David 
Cameron has even refused 
to rule out further cutting 
taxes for people on over 
£150,000. Having already 
given the richest one per 
cent one huge tax cut, it’s 
now clear he wants to give 
them another one. 

We need to get the defi¬ 
cit down,but in a fairer 
way. Asking those with the 
broadest shoulders to bear a 


greater share of the burden 
is a very important part of 
that. 

I also want a lower lOp 
starting rate of tax which 
would help make work pay 
and cut taxes for 24 million 
people on middle and lower 
incomes. 

But we have to spend re¬ 
sponsibly too. I want the 
next government to com¬ 
mit to balancing the books, 
delivering a surplus on the 
current budget and getting 
the national debt falling. 

A FEW weeks ago I wrote 
about the housing crisis 
facing Dudley. I wanted to 
find out what problems peo¬ 
ple were really facing, so I 
sent a housing consultation 
to thousands of local resi¬ 


dents. Their responses re¬ 
ally brought home the scale 
of the problem. Nearly three 
quarters of everyone who 
got in touch said that they 
either can’t save enough for 
deposit or couldn’t afford 
mortgage repayments even 
if they could. 

That shouldn’t be sur¬ 
prising when average house 
prices are nine times the 
average wage in our area. 
Even those on the housing 
ladder had serious concerns. 
Eight in ten said they were 
worried they couldn’t afford 
a rise in interest rates, and 
seven in ten were worried 
they would have to sell their 
house to afford social care 
later in life. 

The people I surveyed had 
lots of ideas on how to get 


the cost of housing down, 
and I back ‘use it or lose it’ 
policies to make sure that 
land and derelict property 
aren’t lying vacant. 

But one thing came 
through loud and clear - 
86 per cent wanted more 
homes built in our area. 

I want the government to 
make an ambitious commit¬ 
ment to building 200,000 
new homes and I want as 
many as possible of those 
to replace derelict land in 
Dudley. 

WHEN Gornal resident 
Diane Whittaker contacted 
me with concerns about 
accidents and near misses 
on the bend where Church 
Street and Temple Street 
meet in Upper Gornal, I 
got on to local Labour rep¬ 
resentatives Stuart Turner, 
Dave Branwood and Serena 
Craigie. Diane and other 
residents reported that 
cars were hitting the wall 
outside St Peter and the 
English Martyrs Church as 
often as once a week. With 
help from Diana and other 
residents we launched a 
petition that attracted 500 
signatures. 

Dudley Council has an¬ 
nounced a review of speed 
reduction measures on the 
bend and will consider in¬ 
troducing new signs, road 
markings and changes to 
kerb lines. I think that’s a 
great sign of what we can 
achieve when we work to¬ 
gether.

Historians want to 
give heroes their due

A CHURCH is marking the 
100th anniversary of the out¬ 
break of the First World War 
by finding out more about 
soldiers commemorated on a 
memorial. 

Members of All Saints’ Church 
in Sedgley are also seeking in¬ 
formation on fallen servicemen 
whose names appear in the grave¬ 
yard and at other churches in the 
village. 

The church, in Vicar Street, has a 
plaque naming 70 Sedgley soldiers 


who died fighting for their country in 
the 1914 to 1918 conflict. 

History enthusiasts say there are 
many more from Sedgley whose stories 
have not yet been told. They are ask¬ 
ing relatives to come forward with in¬ 
formation or photographs. The group 
will create an exhibition which will go 
on display in the summer at the Dud¬ 
ley Archives Centre. 

Martin Jones, a member of the 
congregation and history enthusiast, 
said: “Every year on Remembrance 
Sunday we get about 400 people into 
the church and every single name on 
the memorial is read out. But what 
about the people whose names aren’t 


on the list? Sedgley lads were de¬ 
ployed widely. While most of the dead 
were in the local South Staffordshire 
Regiment, some served in other reg¬ 
iments.” 

One of the soldiers to appear in the 
exhibition is Lance Corporal Stan Har¬ 
ris of the Staffordshire Yeomanry. He 
is not on the memorial at All Saints’ 
but is commemorated on a family 
grave in Gospel End Street. He died in 
the assault on Damascus in September 
1918, which features in the film Law¬ 
rence of Arabia.

Serious and slimline 
Lenny wins award 



It’s a snarling, slimline Lenny Henry as you’ve 
never seen him before in the play Fences 

LENNY Henry has revealed that he has shed three stone 
after being diagnosed with diabetes as he picked up a pres¬ 
tigious acting award. 

The 55-year-old Dudley-born comic, turned serious actor, 
now eats sugar-free food and has started Ashtanga yoga to 
battle the disease that cost his late mother both her legs. 

He said: “I’m a bit diabetic, so I was put on a very strict 
diet. I’ve lost between two-and-a-half and three stone. I was 
big. 

“It’s lots of greens, lots of juice and lots of walking. 
Swimming is good. 

“You’ve got to eat no sugar and drink hardly any alco¬ 
hol... all the stuff you like. You can’t Hobnob your way 
through the day.” 

Speaking at the Critics’ Circle Theatre Awards, where he 
won the best actor for his role in August Wilson’s American 
drama Fences, Lenny revealed how his mother Winifred 
suffered from diabetes, which can cause artery problems, 
for seven years and had a double leg amputation before she 
died in 1998. 

Fences won rave reviews when the play toured the UK 
after opening at the Theatre Royal, Bath, and later trans¬ 
ferred to the Duchess Theatre in London.

Tribute paid to male 
stripper who inspired art 


THE male stripper whose 
risque show in a Dudley pub 
inspired one of Britain’s best¬ 
loved paintings has died at 
the age of 87. 

Andy Wade was thought to be 
Britain’s first male stripper. 

His performance at Saltwells Inn in 
1974 is thought to have been the basis 
for Ladies’ Night, one of the most in¬ 
stantly recognisable paintings by nov¬ 
elty artist Beryl Cook. 

The moment was captured on cam¬ 
era at the time by Express & Star man 
Graham Gough, and attracted world¬ 
wide attention after the pictures were 
reproduced in The Sun and German 
tabloid Bild. 

Characters 

It was then picked up by Cook, who 
was famous for her cartoon-like paint¬ 
ings featuring larger-than-life charac¬ 
ters in different situations. Mr Wade, 
real name John Hotchkiss, later went 
on to work as an extra in the televi¬ 
sion series ‘Alio ‘Alio. He lived in the 
Northfield area of Birmingham before 
later moving to Wales. 

Mr Gough, who lives in Kinver, 
paid tribute to the performer, saying 
he was a master showman. “He was

a nice bloke, really good fun to work 
with,” he said. “I met him a couple of 
times afterwards. He always said the 
picture had done him a lot of good, he 
had received a lot of work as a result 
of it.” 

Mr Gough, who is 74, was told by a 
friend of Beryl Cook’s that the artist 
had bought a large print of his photo¬ 
graph. “He said she had decided to do 
something on it after seeing the photo¬ 
graph. She didn’t copy the picture but 
she did get the idea from it. It’s quite 
flattering.” 

He said it was one of his favourite 
photographs, and won the Midlands 


News Picture of the Year award for 
1975. 

He remembers it being quite a 
daunting job to work on but says that 
was probably part of the appeal. 

“When we took that picture there 
were just us two blokes there among 
all those women, and it got a bit frisky. 
I was quite glad to get out of there 
with all my clothes on. There are some 
great expressions on the faces of the 
women,” he said. Mr Wade died on 
January 18. Ladies’ Night, which was 
released in 1980, was one of Cook’s 
most instantly recognisable images, 
capturing the the astonishment and 


hilarity of the moment a male strip¬ 
per reveals all. The artist was adept at 
capturing moments in time, creating a 
picture postcard quality that made her 
a favourite for calendars and posters. 

Cook died in 2008 at the age of 81. 
Once described by Victoria Wood as 
‘Rubens with jokes’, Cook portrayed 
a world of innocent naughtiness that 
divided critics but established her as 
a firm favourite with the public, who 
never tired of the cards and reproduc¬ 
tions of her work. Her paintings fea¬ 
tured on postage stamps along with 
Renoir and Rodin but never in the 
Tate or the National galleries.

Cyril inspired a lifelong 
devotation of Wanderers 


HIS devotion to the boys in old 
gold and black was second to 
none. 

An old soldier born and bred in the 
Black Country with a love for proper 
pork scratchings, Banks’s Mild and Pa¬ 
varotti. 

Cyril Yates died in March 2003, aged 84, 
after suffering with Alzheimer’s disease for a 
number of years, but his memory still shines 
brightly in the heart of his ‘son’ Darrell. 

“He was always a very proud man,” said 
Darrell, a Wolves season ticket holder who 
used to write under the pseudonym JIWAL 
- John Ireland Whinge A Lot - in the fanzine 
A Load Of Bull. “Dad was a strict discipli¬ 
narian with a dry sense of humour.” 

Darrell was actually Cyril’s grandson, but 
he believed him to be his father until the age 
of nine because Cyril and his wife Eva had 
looked after him from birth. 

“Cyril raised me and in my eyes he will 
always be my dad,” said Darrell, s a finance 
manager for Poplars, Cannock. “And it is 
certainly down to him that I developed such

a passion for the Wolves!” Cyril was born 
in Dixon’s Green, Dudley, in 1918. After 
Second World War service in the army he 
worked at Bean Factory, Tipton, and Rat¬ 
cliffs, Eagle Lane, Great Bridge. 

Darrell, 55, said Cyril played cricket for 
Dudley in the Birmingham Cricket League. 
But his main sporting love was Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Wanderers - an obsession he passed on 
to a nine-year-old Darrell in 1966. “That 
was the year he took me to my first game,” 
said Darrell, from Dudley. 

“We beat Cardiff 7-1 and Terry Wharton 
scored a hat-trick. I suppose that’s when I 
got the bug! The following season he bought 
me my first season ticket.” 

One early recollection involves a young 
Darrell approaching the legendary comedian 
TommyTrinder, who was chairman of Ful¬ 
ham at the time. Darrell said: “My dad told 
me to go and get Trinder’s autograph as he 
came out onto the car park of the old social 
club. But when I approached him he bel¬ 
lowed ‘out of my way, sonny!’ and brushed 


me aside like paper. “My dad gave him the 
biggest verbal volley of all time - I was re¬ 
ally shocked at the colourful language - and 
I remember Trinder’s trademark trilby hat 
falling off his head! 

“After that dad would turn off the TV 
whenever Trinder appeared on screen.” 

At the late 70s Cyril stopped going to 
games because of the hooliganism but he 
was persuaded to return for the fourth divi¬ 
sion play-off final against Aldershot in 1987. 
“He was hooked again,” said father-of-four 
Darrell. Before the game he was approached 
by rock legend Robert Plant, who asked if 
the seats next to them were taken. It was 
the start of a lasting friendship . 

Cyril died just two months before his be¬ 
loved Wolves won the play-off final in Cardiff 
to book a return to the top flight of English 
football for the first time in 21 years. Darrell 
regularly visits his parents’ grave at Tipton 
Cemetery to keep Cyril up to date about 
Wolves. Darrell said: “I always think of my 
prized possession growing up as being my 
season ticket in seat E4 under the old clock 
in the Molineux Street Stand.”

No details are available on the RAF 
centenary project, although he said the 
EAP exhibit showed how the two or¬ 
ganisations had co-operated. 

He said: “The EAP was funda¬ 
mental in developing many of the 
ground-breaking design characteris¬ 
tics and capabilities that we now see 
in today’s Eurofighter Typhoon.”

Going west to 
explore France

BRITTANY Ferries provide a 
fast track across the Chan¬ 
nel to the holiday hotspots of 
western France, avoiding the 
long drives through Kent and 
the Calais region.

reach of Roman Saintes and Cognac 
with its brandy houses. Don’t miss 
the beautiful city of Bordeaux, synon¬ 
ymous with fine wines.

Visionary Liz fails to see 
the upcoming trouble 


D irector Danny Boyle won critical 
acclaim for movies such as 
Trainspotting and 28 Days Later, 
an Oscar for Slumdog Millionaire, and 
unofficial national treasure status for 
overseeing the 2012 Olympic Opening 
Ceremony. 

But in the unlikely event that he still 
feels a little underappreciated, maybe 
he should listen to what Brit Marling 
has to say about him. 

The actress, whose credits include 
The East and Arbitrage, gushes: 
“Danny, you feel, has the kind of 
curious mind and unstoppable heart 
that are capable of anything - 
exploring a distant galaxy and building 
a new world from scratch there for 
instance. 

“So it’s lucky for us he chose to be a 
storyteller in a time where we need 
them so desperately - to make sense 
of the world we are living in and how 
to navigate it.”

She believes that 
in an era of rolling news, social media 
and members of the public potentially 
filming everything on their phones, it’s 
more important than ever for the cops 
to be open and transparent, an idea 
that Marling found intriguing. 

“Danny and I spoke on the phone 
and I loved how he saw the story 
developing, and the questions he 
wanted to ask about how technology 
and the transparency it creates is 
changing all of our lives. How does 
law enforcement change when a 
criminal is using Twitter or Instagram? 
What’s the future of the public’s 
involvement in law enforcement as a 
result? 

‘And how do you create a career girl 
that isn’t a typical ball-buster but is 
multi-faceted?” 


Luckily, she thinks the writers 
cracked it. “I think [Liz] is a very 
interesting person, because she’s 
been successful very young, and 
she’s used to getting her way and 
things moving quickly. And I think she 
suddenly moves into this new job and 
it’s not quite what she expected, and 
there’s all sorts of political intrigue, 
and certain people who don’t want her 
there, and she realises that changing 
things is going to be much more 
difficult than she thought. 

It’s not just her new colleagues 
putting her theories to the test though, 
as London is rocked by outbreaks of 
violence. As visions of modern Britain 
go, it may not be as uplifting as the 
Queen jumping out of a plane with 
James Bond, but it hasn’t put 
American star Marling off. 

She’s as enthusiastic about her 
co-stars (including Jill Halfpenny, 
Paterson Joseph, Bertie Carvel and 
Adam Deacon) and the city itself as 
she is about Boyle. 

“I think I’m turning into something of 
an addict, I just want to be in London 
all the time. I’ll just come over here to 
make anything people will hire me for.”

It’s a lot of pressure, and 
with ever-greater demands since the early days of 
the NHS, it’s harder to qualify now than ever before. 
So this documentary will make for very interesting 
viewing indeed, as cameras follow trainee nurses 
in Birmingham and Manchester, showing the 
challenges they face on a daily basis as they 
juggle academic study with their personal life and 
work on the wards. In the first instalment, 24-year- 
old student Alistair discusses being one of a 
growing number of men taking up a career in 
nursing, while 21-year-old Helen nears the end of 
her three-year degree to become a children’s 
nurse.

New Honda 
Civic set to 
be a winner 
in its sector 

The Honda Civic might just be at its best in 
sleek Tourer guise. With 642-litres of lug¬ 
gage room with the rear seats in place and 
the cleverest seat folding system in the busi¬ 
ness, it’s well worth a look. 

Small estate cars are usually horrible. The styling 
never quite works, the cars looking like a hall of mir¬ 
rors version of a bigger car, too high, not long enough 
and with an uncomfortable afterthought of glazing 
squiring the back end. 

Every once in a while, an exception slips through the net, 
forcing you to wonder why car manufacturers find it so diffi¬ 
cult to style what should be a longer and sleeker version of 
a supermini or family hatch. Here’s one to join that exclusive 
list, the Honda Civic Tourer. 

This estate version of the ninth generation Civic is built in 
Britain and doesn’t come saddled with huge expectations. 
The compact estate car market has always been a bit of 
a backwater niche over here, so perhaps it’s time for one 
model to get a solid run at it and turn things around. 

So why does the Civic Tourer look so different to the usual 
cut and paste compact estate designs? 

The first thing to note is that there’s a genuinely cohesive 
front-to-rear flow to the design. 

The rear end doesn’t look like a hasty addition. Its styling 
is defined by a bold line that runs continuously from the front 
A-pillar to the D-pillar, creating the impression of a floating 
roof line. 

The glass of the rear quarter window has been extended 
to cover the body work of the D-pillar and the rear door sash 
has been raised by 17mm compared to the Civic hatchback 
to create this bold styling line. 

Inside, you get probably the best one-handed seat folding 
operation in the business - Honda’s Magic Seats system. 
The interior boot floor has been raised compared to the 
hatchback to create a completely flat area when the seats 
are folded down. The rear seat cushions can also be flipped 
up to reveal ample floorspace for carrying tall objects. A 
60:40 split in the seat base offers even more options for car¬ 
rying both people and cargo. You get 624 cubic litres of boot 
volume with the rear seats in place and up to 1668-litres 
when they’re folded. 

Prices start at just over £20,000 for the base 1.8 i-VTEC 
petrol model, so you’re talking a premium of around £1,900 
over the equivalent five-door hatch. There’s a choice of two 
engines, a 142PS 1.8 i-VTEC petrol with auto or manual 
transmission and manual gearbox 120PS 1.6 i-DTEC diesel. 

As for equipment, well even the entry level S grade in¬ 
cludes features such as Bluetooth Hands Free Telephone 
(HFT), DAB Radio, USB connectivity and 16in allow wheels. 

Benefit 

In addition to these items, the SE Plus, the next level up, 
has rear parking sensors and 17in alloys, whilst SR cus¬ 
tomers will benefit from the new world first rear Adaptive 
Damper System (ADS), front heated seats, HDD sat nav and 
privacy glass. Those who opt for the top EX grade will re¬ 
ceive headlight washers, smart entry and start capability, a 
sunglasses holder, interior blue ambient lighting and Bi-HID 
headlights with auto levelling. 

The 1.6-litre diesel might at first seem to be the poor re¬ 
lation to Honda’s 2.2-litre unit in terms of power but it aces 
the larger capacity engine when it comes to running costs. 

Consider this. You’ll get almost 75mpg from the astonish¬ 
ingly economical 120PS 1.6 diesel on the combined cycle. 
For a company which once thought diesel engines a bad 
idea, Honda has really stolen a march here. 

The diesel engine is an absolute gem and safety and se¬ 
curity are top drawer. Plus the Civic Tourer’s styling is bold, 
clever and successful and crucially, there’s plenty of space 
inside. Honda’s folding seating system is the best in the 
business too. In summary, this car turns an average hatch¬ 
back into a surprisingly effective and desirable estate. 

It’s not without its caveats, but right now this is the Civic 
body to choose and by quite some margin. 

The creative team behind Honda’s recent smash-hit viral 
film ‘Hands’ is aiming for further success with a new TV ad¬ 
vertising campaign to welcome the Civic Tourer into Honda 
dealerships across the UK. 

The campaign celebrates the idea that beauty is about 
much more than what appears on the surface. The creative 
plays to the trend in design, engineering and wider society 
of looks being valued over substance. 

The viewer is taken on a journey through various objects, 
including a golf ball, suitcase, chest of drawers and a guitar 
amp, to reveal the inner beauty of each. 

It then goes on to position the new Civic Tourer as another 
perfect example of ‘Inner Beauty’; dynamic and sporty-look- 
ing, yet under the surface there lies practicality and func¬ 
tion.’. 

lOlivia Dunn, head of marketing for Honda (UK) said: 
“Take a first glance at the Civic Tourer and you see a 
great-looking car. 

“This campaign takes the viewer beyond that first appear¬ 
ance to emphasise the balance between style and perfor¬ 
mance, and the incredible practicality that the car delivers. 

“Once again the team behind ‘Hands’ has brought the 
message to life in a fresh, innovative and compelling way in 
line with Honda’s high standards and unique style.”

Suzuki has some good news 
this winter for customers 
looking to purchase a new 
SX4 S-Cross, the brand’s all 
new Crossover model. 

Launched in October, the SX4 S- 
Cross is available from £14,999 for the 
SZ3 1.6-litre petrol model with manual 
transmission and Suzuki is offering 
some very competitive POP (personal 
contract plan) and PCH (personal con¬ 
tract hire) rates to help new car buyers 
looking for the best payment option to 
suit them. 

Taking the SZ3 model as an example 
with its high standard specification of 
seven airbags, cruise control with 
speed limiter, air conditioning, 16-inch 
alloy wheels and daytime running 
Lights, Suzuki is ottering a low rate PCP 
of 4.9 per cent APR over a 43 month 
period until the end of this year with pay¬ 
ments of just £189 per month. 

Standard 

Move up the range to the SZ4 with 
Dual Zone automatic air conditioning, 
Bluetooth connectivity, front fog lamps 
and rear privacy glass as standard and 
payments are just £10 per month extra 
over the same term. 

Retained value is positive too as 
established trade publication Glass’s 
Guide has listed an average residual 
value across the S-Cross range of 41 
per cent after three years and 60,000 
miles. Lower mileage owners can be 
ensured of an even higher retained 
figure when it comes to replacing the 
car. 

Personal Contract Hire is always a 
good option for Business Users and 
Suzuki Financial Services is offering a 
headline low rate plan of £179 per 
month for the SZ-T model over 42 
months with a deposit of six monthly 
payments required. SZ-T is an ideal 


choice as it offers an even higher stan¬ 
dard specification including Satellite 
navigation, DAB radio, rear parking 
camera and polished 17-inch alloy 
wheels. 

With regards to safety, SX4 S-Cross is 
one of the best new cars on the market 
after the recent NCAP tests with five 
stars awarded overall and strong scores 
of 92 per cent for Adult occupancy pro¬ 
tection, 80 per cent for Child occupancy 
protection and 72 per cent for Pedes¬ 
trian protection which was the highest 
score amongst any current competitor 
Crossover. 

It is an ideal choice for families as it 
otters seating for five, luggage capacity 
of 430 litres and a low cost of ownership 
with C02 emissions of 127g/km 1.6-litre 
petrol (manual transmission) and just 
110g/km for the 1.6-litre DDiS model. 


Real World fuel economy has been 
commented as ‘exceptional’ by several 
of the Automotive magazines with this 
week’s Auto Express voting it second 
place in their Top Ten most efficient cars 
tested in 2013, the S-Cross DDiS 
achieved an average consumption of 
59.6mpg. 

The S-Cross is contributing well to 
the growth of the brand already at 
almost 1,000 sales since launch and 
Suzuki is currently the fastest growing 
top 20 car manufacturer in the UK with 
strong sales momentum currently 30.4 
per cent up year on year. Suzuki 
recently passed the 30,000 unit mile¬ 
stone and the projection is to close 
2013 at 33,000 units, an increase of 
8,000 over 2012. 
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XF range is 
boosted by 
addition of 
diesel model 

It’s Jaguar’s introductory model with luxury 
and performance, but now also with a new 
high-economy diesel engine. Can it be thrifty 
and enjoyable? 

It’s a very busy time over at Jaguar, what with the 
F-Type Roadster now prowling the streets and the 
just-announced Coupe version ready to do the same. 
There’s the high performance XJR to come too, but 
it’s the more mainstream models that are relevant to 
most of us - which is why the XF is so important. 

Jaguar has given the XF a few key updates for 2014 and, 
reflecting the times we live in, the most important change is 
the introduction of a more frugal new diesel engine. 

The 2.2-litre four cylinder unit improves on the previous 
version with impressive figures of 129g/km of C02 and 
57.7mpg, the kind of numbers that appeal to your wallet 
rather than your heart. 

Part of the reason for the improvement is some clever 
techy stuff in the shape of a revised cooling system and a 
bigger EGR valve, but what makes greater sense to you and 
me is the stop-start system that cuts the engine out when 
not needed. 

If you’ve not experienced stop-start before it might feel a 
bit weird, but once you trust that the engine will start again 
the instant you release the brake pedal it becomes second 
nature. 

It all helps eke out a few more miles per gallon, and it’s 
clever in other ways too - pull up and put the transmission 
in Park and it goes into stop mode, but release your seat 
belt and it knows you’re home and switches off completely. 

Theatre 

You still get the XF’s bit of theatre when you start up, as 
the air vents glide electrically open and the previously-flush 
circular gearlever rises up from between the seats. 

The gearbox is also a new addition, with eight forward 
ratios. 

That might seem like an awful lot, but out on the motor¬ 
way the engine is barely above tickover at the legal limit, 
keeping noise levels down and fuel economy up. 

Despite appearing focused on economy, the XF still offers 
a driving experience that’s a cut above the norm. 

Whether the speed is high or low it remains poised, filter¬ 
ing out bumps so you’re aware of them, but no discomfort 
is caused. 

Yet the flip side of this is that when you start to press on, 
the XF is every inch the sports saloon, gripping strongly and 
staying level and controlled through corners. 

But the XF is a car you’d be happy to live with on a daily 
basis too. 

The seats are supportive and comfortable, their heating 
will toast your behind if you leave them on full power, and 
the top-drawer audio system can make the worst traffic jams 
seem irrelevant. 

Once upon a time Jaguars were all about the cut and 
thrust and weren’t so easy to justify on a financial basis. But 
the 2.2 Diesel XF is as economical and easy to live with as a 
fairly humble family hatchback, yet gives you so much more 
in terms of comfort, style and driving pleasure. It’s hard not 
to be very impressed. 

Jaguar and Land Rover are both winners in the 2014 Busi- 
nessCar Awards. 

For the Jaguar XF it is a remarkable third successive Ex¬ 
ecutive Car of the Year title, reinforcing its excellent repu¬ 
tation among fleet operators and business motorists, the 
people whose informed opinions decide the annual awards. 

Paul Barker, BusinessCar Editor, said: “The Jaguar XF is 
a car that’s constantly evolving to become more and more 
relevant to the fleet community, and that’s reflected in its 
hat-trick of BusinessCar Executive Car of the Year awards. 

“The XF Sportbrake with lower emitting diesel engines 
and expanded, more appealing specifications all add up 
to a car our readers have chosen as best in its segment 
against some serious competition.” 

Jaguar has continued to develop the model’s strengths 
and the breadth of customer choice since its launch. This 
is underscored by the introduction of the XF Sportbrake 
and the engineering of powertrains that deliver lower emis¬ 
sions, which in turn attract highly competitive tax ratings for 
business customers. This quality is defined by the XF 2.2d, 
which delivers 163PS yet just 129g/km of C02 and official 
combined cycle fuel economy of more than 57.7mpg. 

The Range Rover Sport has secured the Large 4x4 of the 
Year award.
